fertile triangle of sun-kissed hills and smiling valleys whose 
apex is the junction of the Unadilla and Susquehanna val- 
leys—has been known for its Holsteins almost as long as 
there have been Holsteins in New York state. It was in 
the neighboring county of Madison that the black and white 
cow first appeared in the Empire state but Otsego closely 
followed her sister county and rapidly became one of the 
leading Holstein counties of this wonderful dairy state. 
In Otsego County were bred, or developed, three of our 
40-lb. cows, three of our Century sires, and numberless 
other history making Holsteins. The maternal grandam of 
King of the Pontiacs was born in Otsego County, as well 
as the dam of Pontiac Rag Apple. One of the first cows 
to produce 31,000 Ibs. 
milk in a year was 
bred in Otsego coun- 
ty, also one of the 
first cows to aver- 
age 100 lb. milk a 
day for 100 days. To 
quote from the let- 
terhead of the Otse- 
go County Holstein 
Club: “In no other 
section are the blood 
lines of all of the 
families that have 
made the Holstein 
breed famous so in- 
tensely __ bred, or 
greater individuals 
of merit produced.” 

The one anima! 
above all others that 
has impressed his in- 
dividuality upon Ot- 
sego County is Pie- 
tertje Hengervelu 
Segis who is owned 
by a syndicate of Holstein history. 
breeders — Messrs. 
Swartout, Kinne, Armstrong, and Quaif. He is a son of 
the great King Segis and one would have a hard time try- 
ing to convince any Otsego breeder that he is not the 
best son of that famous sire. His dam, Blanche Lyons De 
Kol is the only 33-lb. cow to have a 30-lb. daughter and a 
33-lb. full sister. He is a Century sire, having already 
112 A. R. O. daughters, with close to 100 more young 
daughters without records, in hands where they will be 
tested. At twelve years old, Pietertje Hengerveld Segis 
is still in active service in the four herds in which he is 
owned, and, although purposely kept thin in flesh, he is a 
splendid looking bull—a large, long, beautiful, deep-bodied 
fellow, straight as to back and square as to rump, without 
a pimple or a blotch on him, and with a glint in his eye 
that seems to challenge all comers to contest his title as 
King of Otsego County. Of his 112 A. R. O. daughters, one

credited with better than 34 Ibs. 

each, a 4-year-old has made 33 Ib., and 
a fifth daughter is in the 30-lb. class. According to the la- 
test published volume of the “Blue Book,” his entire list 
of 24 full-aged daughters have records averaging 24.93 lb., 
the list not including one of his 34-lb. daughters who made 
her record since the publication of the book. His nineteen 
4-year-old daughters average 22.84 lbs., his seventeen 3- 
year-old daughters average 20.91 lbs., and his thirty-three 
2-year-old daughters average 12.77 lbs. Mr. H. C. Swartout, 
one of the owners of the bull, states that never has a 
daughter of Pietertje Hengerveld Segis been dropped from 
test without having her record reported, and, in the light 
of this information, the above averages seem even more 
remarkable. No less than twenty-four of his daughters 
have been reported 
in the “Blue Book” 
with 2-year-old rec- 
ords of from 20 to 26 
lb. 

“Piet,” as he is 
known to his friends, 
has exerted and is 
exerting a tremen- 
dous influence on the 
history of the breed. 
especially in Otsego 
County, and, more 
especially in the four 
herds in which he is 
owned. He was 
purchased at the age 
of six months from 
H. A. Moyer of Syra- 
cuse by H. C. Swart- 
out of Hartwick Sem- 
inary. Mr. Swartout 
has been breeding 
Holsteins for the 
past eighteen years, 
and, among the fa- 
mous sires that have 
stood in his herd are 
Paul Beets De Kol, one of the first Century sires, and De 
Kol Burke who was one of the best known sires of his day. 

The sire of the 40-lb. cow, Otego Valley Christmas Belle 
was born on the Swartout farm, and, Lady De Kol Perfec- 
tion, another 40-lb. cow, was also owned there as a heifer. 
Mr. Swartout has made six 30-lb. records, including the 
second largest record daughter of “Piet,” and, he has 
in his herd “Piet’s” largest record daughter. 

The junior sire, owned by the same syndicate that 
owns Pietertje Hengerveld Segis, is Great Peter, who is a 
son of a 42-lb. cow and a full brother to a 42-lb. 2-year-old 
and 43-lb. 4-year-old. 

Another of the partners in the ownership of the two 
bulls is Lee Kinne. also of Hartwick Seminary. Mr. Kinne 
is a feed man and his farm is managed by his son 
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JOHANNA TOPSY CORNUCOPIA 2d 
A 34-lb. daughter of ‘Piet’? owned by Lee Kinne, 
wick Seminary, Otsego Co., N. Y. 


Stanley. The aim of the Kinne establishment is to build 
up a herd, every member of which is a lineal descendant ot 
Pietertje Hengerveld Segis. The herd was founded in 1909 
at which time four daughters of King Pontiac Calypso 
and two daughters of “Piet” were purchased at a total cost 
pf $1400. The two daughters of “Piet” made records ot 
34 and 27 lbs. respectively, and the four Pontiac heifers 
now have the following records to their credit: 28 lb. at 
4 years, 25 lbs. at full age, 21 lbs. at 2 yrs., and 19 lbs. at 
2 years (from three-quarters of an udder). With “Piet” 
and Great Peter as the two leading herd sires and a young 
man of Stanley Kinne’s energy and ability in charge, the 
Kinne herd should go far. 

The other two members of the “Piet’”-Great Peter syn- 
dicate are C. J. Armstrong & Sons of Milford, and F. J. 
Quaif of Cooperstown. The Armstrongs have a herd of 75 
head—the kind of a herd to which the neighbors “point 
with pride” although they have not done much testing. 
They have, however, made a 28-lb. record on a daughter 
of Colonel Beets Segis, and 20-lb. records on a couple of 
2-year-old heifers, with more good records in the offing. 
Mr. Quaif also has a good herd, his foundation stock being 
daughters of Ormsby Korndyke Lad. 

Another of Otsego County’s good herds is that of Leon 
J. Potter of Oneonta. Mr. Potter has only twelve head but 
lall have been officially tested and have made records up 
to 30-lb. The foundation cow of the herd was Otego Val- 
ley Johanna Pauline—a cow bred by Mr. Potter who gave 
her a 25-lb. record when she was ten years old. Mr. Potter 
also bred her granddaughter, Otego Valley 
Christmas Belle and made a 30-lb. record ON peeeeeece= 
her before he sold her, after which, as we '% 
know, she made a record of 40.15 lb. In the 
same herd, at the present time, there is a 
three-quarter sister to Christmas Belle who has 
made three records, averaging over 29 lb. each 
—also a daughter of It who has made 30 lbs., 
and other good ones. His herd sire, owned 
by Mr. Potter and his brother Frank is a son 
of Great Peter out of Mr. Swartout’s 34-lb. 
daughter of “Piet’—one of the finest cows, 
individually, that the old bull ever sired. 

Oneonta is also the home of E. L. Hall, presi 
dent of the County Holstein Club, and also 
president of the Oneonta Dairy Company, that 
supplies the milk for most of the village. At 
the time of the writer’s visit, Mr. Hall was 
preparing to sell his federally accredited herd 
of fifty-five head, and by the time these lines 
are published, the sale will probably have been 
held. The herd as we found it was headed by 
a son of Colantha Johanna Lad, out of a 30-lb. 
daughter of Dutchland Sir Pontiac Rag Apple. 

Proceeding across the corner of the triangle 
toward the Unadilla Valley, we come to Burling- 
ton Flats where one may visit the herd of 
Herbert Mayne. Mr. Mayne, who has been 
breeding Holsteins for the past thirteen years,

Here have been owned such noted sires 
as Paul Beets De Kol and Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna 
Lad—both Century sires—and the only slightly less noted 
sires, Korndyke Queen De Kol’s Prince and King Henger- 
veld Segis.

The chief 
aim of the club is to encourage the small breeder to test, 
and to assist him in marketing his surplus. With such a 
record of past achievement to spur them on, and, with

Mr. Cabana’s Statement 


Following is a statement of Oliver Cabana Jr. in regard 
to the Cole case, as published in the Buffalo papers of 
August 26th: 

To have the good name of the Pine Grove Farms as- 
saulted through the medium of the uncorroborated and 
widely disseminated story, reflecting upon the official rec- 
ords made by me is so scandalous in character, so untrue 
in fact, and so far reaching in its effect as to demand, in 
all fairness to the Holstein-Friesian association of America, 
my fellow breeders, and myself a statement having for its 

purpose the absolute 
Si na -_ Ty refutation of this pre- 
ee ‘ : “| posterous claim. 
It has been difficult 
for me to remain silent 
under the imputations 
which have been cast 
upon some of the rec- 
ords made by the great 
animals developed at 
my farms; but I have 
maintained this _ si- 
lence until today as a 
matter of courtesy to 
the officers and direc- 
tors of the Holstein- 
Friesian association, 
because I wanted to 
present them with the 
evidence in my posses- 
sion before making it 
public and it is to be 
reported that this 
same courtesy has not 
been extended to me. 

I now wish to an- 
nounce that I have 
this day placed before 
the directors of the 
Holstein-Friesian as- 
sociation, in session at the Lafayette hotel of this city, 
absolute and irrefutable evidence as to the falsity of 
the claims upon which their investigation has been based, 
whereby it is shown beyond any question of doubt that the 
records made at Pine Grove farms were honestly made, 
just as they were reported to the superintendent of ad- 
vanced registry and certified to by the New York state 
college of agriculture. 

Charles E. Cole, the very same man who, it is claimed, 
the association officers secured a statement from at Chica- 
go, came to Buffalo on the 21st day of August and in the 
presence of Supreme Court Justice Philip A. Laing, solemnly 
swore that each and every statement claimed to have been 
made by him to the effect that the official records made at 
Pine Grove farms had been produced by the use of fraudu- 
lent methods and improper practices, was false and untrue 
in every particular. 

In his statement sworn to before Justice Laing, Mr. 
Cole further says that with respect to the statement which 
he made . * * * * * to make such 
statements, by reason of his belief that one John Arfmann, 
was about to make some report to the association officers, 
detrimental in character to Cole, with respect to the de- 
vice sold by him to Arfmann, in June of this year, .to 
satisfy the persistent requests of Arfmann to furnish him 
with his secret methods of feeding and fitting cattle for 
their test work. 

Mr. Cole in his affidavit makes it very clear that during 
the time he was employed at Pine Grove farms, from June, 
‘1915, to December, 1918, that he had never used any 





\fraudulent devices or any improper methods in the making 


of his records, and explicitly says: “Every statement made 
by me before the said executive committee at Chicago and 
Cleveland; or made and declared by me at any time, at 
any other place, or to any other person, different from the 
statements herein made, as to the honesty and integrity 
of all the tests I made at Pine Grove farms, on the cattle 
belonging to Oliver Cabana, Jr. or others, were and are

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Holsteins at Canadian National Exposition 
STAFF CORRESPONDENCE 


LL previous attendance records for the Canadian 

National Exhibition were being shattered by the 

1919 event, which is being held on the Exhibition 
grounds at Toronto, August 23-Sept. 6. From indications 
at the end of the first week, there is little doubt but that 
highest mark for attendance will be considerably exceeded. 
One hundred and fifteen thousand were on the grounds 
Veterans’ Day, while the two weeks’ total will be well above 
the million mark. This fair, which is the biggest annual 
‘event of its kind in the world, measured fully up to the 
best previous years, in the matter of quality, variety and 
extent of exhibits. In respect 
to the Holstein show, how- 
ever, this statement does not 
quite hold true, as Holsteins 
were not as numerous on 
the grounds as in several 
previous years, although 
there were nearly 200 en- 
tries. There was plenty of 
quality in the “tops” al- 
though nearly every class 
brought out animals which 
lacked in quality and fitting 
and which might better have 
been left at home. A num- 
ber of new names are to 
be found in the list of exhi- 
bitors, and, doubtless the 
lack of experience on the 
part of some of them, will 
account for the condition 
mentioned. Seventeen exhi- 
bitors competed for the 
prize money. 

Aged Bulls. 

The class for Holstein 
bulls, 3 years and _ over, 
brought out was considered to be the best class of 
bulls in the history of the fair. Eleven of them 
faced Judge E. S. Archibald, Director of the Dominion 
Experimental Farms. Last year’s Grand Champion, Bon- 
erges Hartog, repeated by winning first prize in hisclass and 
later the Senior and Grand Championship honors. This 
bull, who is owned by Haley & Lee, is an animal of extra- 
ordinary quality. He has splendid top line, great depth of 
body and strength through the heart, with an attractive 
‘head and good style. His feet, however, are not in the 
best of condition. It will be interesting to watch this bull 
in competition at Chicago as Haley & Lee are expecting to 
bring their show herd to the National Dairy Show this year. 

The second prize winner, Prince Bonheur Abbekerk. 
owned by K. R. Marshall, has developed into a massive 
|8-year-old, weighing over 2700 lbs. This bull won first prize 
last year, as a 2-year-old and as he continues to develop, 
will be a very hard bull to turn down. He would perhaps 
have shown to better advantage, carrying a little less 


iflesh. 


We were much impressed with the fourth prize bull, 
Avondale Segis Korndyke Pontiac, a son of Pontiac Korn- 
dyke Het Loo, owned by G. S. Gooderham. This 3-year-old 
weighs nearly 2400 lbs. and with a little more spring of 
rib, would resemble very closely last year’s dairy show 
champion, Johanna Bonheur Champion 2d. 

In the 2-year-old class, Hulet brought out an easy win- 
ner in Count Paul C. Posch whose dam is a 34-lb. cow in 
the Hulet herd. Mr. Hulet has selected this bull to head 
his herd and he surely has an outstanding animal. 

Haley & Lee were 2d with King Fayne Alcartra, whose 
dam, Nettie Fayne 2d, won fourth prize in the dry cow 
class and had a pair of twin daughters which were first 
and second in the junior calf class. 

Third place went to King Korndyke Lulu Keyes, the 
36-lb. bull, owned by Gooderham & Tracey. 

But one entry came out in the class for senior yearling 
bulls, and, as he was entirely devoid of quality, he was giv- 


‘en the second prize ribbon. 


In the junior yearling bull class, Dyment Brothers took 
the red with Riverside Sir Toitilla Hartog, a bull of much 
quality but rather lacking in size and capacity. Second

place in this class went to King Paul Pontiac 
junior sire, a son of Avondale Pontiac Echo f 
34-lb. dam as the first prize 2-year-old.

The Dry Classes. 

At the Canadian National 
and in fact at all of the 
leading fairs in Canada, sep- 
arate classes are made for 
animals that are shown in 
dry form. This removes 
much of the handicap that 
always exists when a dry 
cow competes in the same 
ring with others that are 
milking heavily. In the class 
for cows, 4 years old and 
over, in calf and not milk- 
ing, the Rettie entry, Lucy 
Gray, a daughter of Sir Ab- 
bekerk Posch, finished at 
the head of the line. Although past thirteen years old, 
her udder was strongly held up and she showed no ex- 
ternal evidence of her years. She was closely contested 
for first honors by the Gooderham and Hulet entries, Jessie 
Grace Keyes and Bessie Belle Banks. They were both 
very useful cows that would look well in any herd. 

A decided difference of opinion cropped out in the class 
for dry 3-year-olds. First place was given to Trick’s Maple 
Grove Rose, a well proportioned heifer, deficient however 
in udder and drooping slightly on the rump. Ring side 
opinion inclined very largely toward the Holly and Leek 
fourth prize animal, Shadelawn Mercedes Queen, a heifer 
of medium size but with a very good top line and a re- 
markable udder. Judge Archibald explained that the chief 
reason for setting her down so low was her tendency to 
coarseness through the shoulders. 

The dry 2-year-olds were headed by Oakhurst Midnight 
Comet, a well turned heifer in the Prouse exhibit. She 
was just ready to freshen and showed a very nice udder. 
She was a little undersized but was easily the best of the 
four heifers composing this class. Hulet took second with 
Patricia Colantha Abbekerk, a daughter of Prince Colan- 
thus Abbekerk. 

In the class for senior yearlings, not in milk, Hulet 
brought out the outstanding animal in Lassie Echo Abbe- 
kerk, a daughter of Prince Colanthus Abbekerk, the bull 
whose get made such a sensation at last year’s Canadian 
National. In this class they also won third and seventh 
places. The three top heifers in this class, including the 
two just mentioned for Hulet and the second prize heifer 
from Haley & Lee’s were exceptionally good animals. 

Another strong class came out in the junior yearlings, 
Dyment Bros. finally winning with Mercena Segis Lass, 
Hulet coming second with another daughter of Prince 
Colanthus Abbekerk, and Rettie third with a daughter of 
Pontiac Atlas Colanthus. 

The largest classes of the show were the senior and 
junior heifer calves. In the senior division, rather of a 
sensation was provided in the’exhibit of Haley & Lee— 
three daughters of May Sylvia Pontiac Cornucopia taking 
first, second and third places; while in the junior division,

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Developments in the Cole Case 


HE further the Cole testing episode pro- 
gresses, the more disgusting it becomes. 

While the second affidavit from Cole, 
contradicting his sworn confession, previously 
given to the committee, may complicate the case 
from a legal standpoint and Cole himself stand 
as an utterly discredited and despicable figure, 
it is the plain duty of our Board of Directors to 
proceed fearlessly in accordance with their con- 
victions as to the facts in the case. These, it will 
be granted, are difficult to determine for the star 
witness in the case has proven to be utterly irre- 
sponsible even to the extent of open and bold- 
faced perjury. Whether to believe Cole’s sworn 
statement or his contradictory affidavit, is the 
que8tion. The statement given the Executive 
Committee corresponds in every detail with 
statements given previously on two separate oc- 
casions at an earlier date, to Mr. Arfmann in one 
case and Mr. Reynolds and Mr. Williams in the 
other. It will be a question of determining which 
statement appears to be the most reasonable and 
best substantiated and the least influenced by 
possible outside motives. We had hoped that 
definite action in the case could be taken at the 
Board meeting but an inspection of the by-laws 
places the responsibility in a case of this im- 
portance upon the entire Board, and, as a two- 
weeks’ notice is necessary in calling together 
the full Board, the date selected for the meeting 
at Chicago was the first available with which pre- 
vious engagements did not interfere. It is a very 
unsatisfactory condition for all concerned, this 
waiting and marking time until action is taken. 
In view of the uncertainty as to what is going to 
happen and what its effect will be, breeders, and 
everyone else connected with the breed, are 
naturally standing still and adopting a policy of 
“watchful waiting.” As soon as actioncanbetaken 
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and everyone knows exactly where he is 
can all settle down to wipe out by achie 
the dark blot that has been thrown on 
name of our breed. The foregoing mus 
taken as a criticism of the Executive Co 
or Board of Directors, as, from our close obser 
vation of the case, we are in a Position to aac 
that they have been pushing forward their inves. 
tigation with energy and dispatch. Nor, must it 
be concluded, from our remarks on the import- 
ance of coming to a decision that we would urge 
drastic action or snap judgment on insufficient 
evidence, but what we do mean is that it is of the 
highest importance to Holstein interests that this 
investigation which is now under way should be 
kept moving with all possible speed until the 
matter is sifted to the bottom to the satisfaction 
of those upon whom devolves the responsibilit 
of deciding whether the records in question shall 


remain as they are or be expunged from our 
books.

NE of our Canadian readers has written us 
concerning the Cole testing case. It so 
nearly expresses our view of the situation 

that we are reproducing it here on the Editorial 
page. Following is the letter: 


“Today I had the first information of the alleged frauds 
committed by Mr. Charles Cole. Every breeder of purebred 
cattle, not only Holsteins, must exceedingly regret the 
suspicion to which testing of any kind will be exposed 
from now on for some time, no matter by whom the work 
is being done. No herd of purebred dairy cattle will es. 
cape the demoralizing effects of the exposure of Charles 
Cole, in whose integrity hundreds of breeders had enough 
confidence so as to spend fortunes on animals made famous 
through his work. When one considers the effects which 
will follow his undoing with regard to many breeders who 
built on records made by Mr. Cole, and more so with re- 
gard to the Holstein breeders in general, his alleged fraud 
appears one big night-mare. But it is up to the breeders 
to show by word and action that they have not lost con- 
fidence in the testing work and so to limit as much as 
possible the evil effects of his crime against his co-workers, 
They owe this much to themselves and their fellow breed- 
ers. One crook does not make us all crooked.” 


We have already urged the importance of 
our breeders redoubling their efforts to give 
their cows every opportunity to make favorable 
records, as nothing else will counteract the evil 
effect of Cole’s crime so effectively as a continu- 
ous stream of creditable records so closely safe- 
guarded, in view of the recent disclosures, that 
an opportunity for fraud could never possibly 
present itself. Those who do not know, or who 
have interests in other directions, will doubtless 
make as much capital as possible concerning 
these disclosures, concerning a certain few of 
our Holstein tests. Continued large records by 
the rank and file of our breeders with the spot 
light turned on them, will serve to convince the 
general public that the Cole fraud is not an inher- 
ent part of our system and does not belong to the 
Holstein cow but is rather simply an evil growth 
that happened to attach itself to the Holstein in- 
dustry as the most plausible foundation for 
such extreme records. If we will all keep our

mony presented to the Executive Com- 
mittee at its Buffalo meeting August 25 and ae 
was a new affidavit from Cole specifically or 
ing his previous confession oF Teawe in ‘connec- 
tion with records made at the Cabana farm. Sup- 
porting affidavits were presented from Cole’s 
wife, father-in-law and brothers-in-law, and also 
from F. C. Niemann, former business manager 
of Pine Grove Farms, and Waldo Brooks, who 
assisted Cole in making records at the same farm. 
In his affidavit Cole swears that the system of 
“helping” by the addition of cream and water to 
the milk was not devised until some time after 
he left the employ of Mr. Cabana and then only 
to satisfy the persistent requests of John Art- 
mann for the secret of his ability to make high 
records, and that his earlier “confession” was 
made by reason of his belief that Arfmann was 
about to make some report to the Association 
officers detrimental to his character. He further 
swears that his second statement was made volun- 
tarily, without the request of any other person 
and solely to right the wrong inflicted on Mr. 
Cabana and others for whom he had made rec- 
ords, and to satisfy his own conscience. In this 
connection the simple statement is pertinent that 
on Wednesday August 20 a meeting was held in 
New York City by breeders especially interested 
in seeing the Cabana records left on the books 
to consider what should be done in the present 
situation. Among those reported to have been 
present were Oliver Cabana, Jr., Eugene W. 
Harrington, Paul T. Brady, M. W. Faitoute, J. T. 
Shanahan, FE. C. Brill and others. According to 
the testimony of breeders present at the Buffalo 
meeting Charles Cole appeared before the New 
York meeting and gave an actual demonstration 
of his method of “helping.” None of the breeders 
who testified before the Committee could give 
any information as to how Cole happened to be 
present at their meeting. The next day, accord- 
ing to the testimony, as Mr. Cabana, Mr. Har- 
rington, and Mr. Hodson, who is Mr. Cabana’s 
counsel in this case, were sitting in Mr. Cabana’s 
office, Cole telephoned that he was in Buffalo 
and wished to see Mr. Cabana. Then followed his 
new affidavit before Judge Laing denying his 
previous sworn statement in relation to the rec- 
ords made by himself at Pine Grove Farms. This 
affidavit, and the others supporting it, will prob- 
ably form the basis of the legal defense which 
Mr. Cabana promises if the final action of the 
Board on the Pine Grove records is adverse. He 
has engaged Judge Daniel Kenefick and Henry 
Killeen for the case, according to statements in 
the Buffalo papers. The possibility of serving an 
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injunction restraining the Board from expung- 
ing his records is talked of. In fact the Buffalo 
papers were all full of the case, and much wild 
talk was indulged in, perhaps the most absurd 
being the discussion of the withdrawal of the 
New York breeders from the National Associa- 
tion and the formation of a new Association of 
their own. Where such statements were in- 
spired and why we can only guess. 

John Arfmann figured prominently throughout 
the two-days’ hearing. In the Cole affidavit it is 
stated that the system of “helping” was devised 
by Cole to satisfy the persistent requests of Arf- 
mann for the secret of making high records, and 
that for this secret Arfmann agreed to pay him 
$10,000 in money and a half-interest in all the 
bull calves from dams with records above 35 Ibs. 
born at Fairmont Farms during the next five 
years. The first payment of $5,000 in Liberty 
Bonds had already been delivered when the Ver- 
mont disclosures came out. The possession of 
this information by Arfmann and the fear that 
he would bring it before the officers of the Asso- 
ciation was given as the reason for Cole’s original 
statement in relation to fraud in his test work. 
Cabana charged that Arfmann attempted to 
blackmail him by reason of his possession of a 
signed statement from Cole that the records of 
Segis Fayne Johanna, Ormsby Jane Segis Aag- 
gie, and others were fraudulent. In his testimony 
before the Committee Arfmann admitted the pur- 
chase of Cole’s secret for making high records 
and the payment of $5,000 in Liberty Bonds, but 
stated that the purpose was solely to get the 
goods on Cole, expose him and make an end to 
the crooked work he was convinced then existed. 
His visit to Cabana which the latter charge was 
attempted blackmail, he explained was simply 
an attempt to satisfy himself as to whether or 
not the proprietor of Pine Grove Farms had 
been a party to the crooked work Cole claimed 
to have done there. When asked why he did not 
bring his information to the officials of the Asso- 
ciation until after the scheme had been discovered 
through other sources, he replied that his reason 
was a desire to get positive information on every 
man whom he suspected of being connected with 
the fraudulent work before stirring up anything 
that would place them on their guard. Further 
he stated that from his experiences several years 
ago in bringing before the Board evidence of 
fraud which was promptly hushed up, he had no 
confidence that the present Board would take 
any drastic action such as the present situation 
demanded, but that he knew them better now 
and wished to compliment them on their energy 
in prosecuting the present investigation. 

M. W. Hicks, former partner of Cole, ap- 
peared before the Committee and gave testimony 
corroborating Arfmann’s account of his negotia- 
tion with Cole in the purchase of his secret and 
the later recovery of the $5,000 paid as a first 
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installment by taking over Cole’s automobile 


and other property.

A feature of the investigation was the refusal 
of Mr. Cabana to turn over to the Committee the 
barn records of official tests conducted at Pine 
Grove Farms during the last four years.

three more daughters of the same bull 
stood first, second and fourth. It is 
an impossibility to place any limit on 
the value of a sire who can produce 
such quality and uniformity. The 
only limit is his opportunity for ser- 
vice. This bull it may be recalled is 
a son of Spring Farm Pontiac Cornu- 
copia, out of the daughter of May Echo 
Sylvia that lost her udder before hav- 
ing an opportunity to make a record. 

There were sixteen senior calves and 
twenty-one junior calves out before 
the judge and these two, in connection 
with the aged bull calves were the out- 
standing features of the first day’s 
judging. 

Quite contrary to the ordinary rou- 
tine at Toronto, cows in milk did not 
strengthen the 1919 exhibit to any 
great extent. It is true that there were, 
in most of the sections, individual ani- 
mals that were really outstanding and 
which added greatly to the quality of 
the general exhibit, but, in most in- 
stances, the good things did not go 
far below the prize money. 

In the aged cow class, however, 
Beauty Pietertje Mechthilde, Dyment 
Brothers’ last year’s Grand Champion 
winner, was forced down to third 
place, who, other than showing her 
twelve seasons, to some extent, was 
in excellent trim. Both she and the 
Allied Stock Farm’s Abbe Pauline De 
Kol 4th however had to make room 
for Haley & Lee’s nine-year-old cow— 
Homestead Susie Colantha, a matron 
of much the same scale but carrying 
a little more type and quality—to say 
nothing of a perfectly balanced udder. 
Gooderham’s Manor P. H. Belle ranked 
fourth, who, although not of outstand- 
ing show ring type, looked a splendid 
commercial proposition throughout. 

Three-year-olds in milk, while only 
three in number, produced the Grand 
Champion female of the show. This 
heifer, Francy Maid 3d, a Rettie entry, 
was sired by Prince Colanthus Abbe- 
kerk—a bull that is said to be of 
Canada’s greatest breeding present- 
day sires, and, as she came forward 
later in the day, to compete for cham- 
pionship honors, there were but few 
about the ring side who questioned her 
rightful title as “The premier female 
of the show.” Hulet also had a nice 
quality entry in second, in Winnie Dew- 
drop Keyes. However she did not have 
nearly the depth and scale of the 
Champion winner, although she would 
have quite easily won in many keen 
competitions. 

In the two-year-old heifers, a nice 
evenly well-balanced lot of ten came 
forward, with Aaggie Butter Baroness, 
a nicely turned heifer from Haley & 
Lee’s herd, leading. Next in line was 
Rettie’s Pauline Mercena Colantha, 


and both heifers, aside from having 
plenty of size, may be said to have 
been carrying as much, or more, flesh 
than anything else in the dairy stables. 
The third ribbon went to a well de- 
veloped heifer from the Allied Stock 
Farm; and fourth, to Gooderham’s 
Manor Keyes Summerville, a typey 
heifer, also well grown and carrying 
one of the strongest pedigrees for pro- 
duction of any animal in the show.

in all respects untrue.” I desire to call 
particular attention also to that por- 
tion of Mr. Cole’s sworn statement 
to Justice Laing, wherein he says: 
“This statement is made by me volun- 
tarily, I having come to the city of 
Buffalo for no other purpose than to 
correct and undo a wrong which my 
previous statement has inflicted upon 
Oliver Cabana, Jr., and others, for 
whom I have made tests of Holstein 
cattle. I now make this sworn state- 
ment without the request of any per- 
son, and entirely without the promise 
of any other person, and make it 
solemnly under oath, before Philip A. 
Laing, justice of the supreme court 
and his stenographer. I feel that I can 
never live under the burden of my 
conscience, and it is my desire to undo 
that wrong and now do justice to 
those whom I have injured. I have 
talked this matter over with my wife 
and other members of my family, and 
have come to this conclusion volun- 
tarily, nobody having urged me to this 
course, except myself and my own 
conscience.” 

To the end that the public may fully 
understand the influence and motives 
back of this alleged confession, the 
self-advertised procurer of said con 
fession, one John Arfmann of Mid- 
dletown, N. Y., came to Buffalo on July 
29th and told me that he had a con- 
fession from Charles E. Cole, my 
former herdsman, which reflected up- 
on some of the records made at my 
farms; that this information was 
known only to Arfmann and one wit- 
ness; that if it became public, it would

probably cost me $1,000,000 and cause 
immeasurable damage to others. He 
told me that he had a written state- 
ment purporting to expose the matter, 
but that he had been prevailed upon 
by friends to come to Buffalo and see 
me before exposing it; and that in the 
interest of all parties concerned this 
matter ought to be hushed up. 

My reply was: “Mr. Arfmann, if 
what you state is true about having 
such a statement, there is only one 
thing for you to do, and that is to take 
the whole matter to the officers of the 
Holstein-Friesian association.” 

“But Mr. Cabana,” said Arfmann, 
“think of the damage and injury it will 
cause to thousands of breeders, to 
you, and to the Holstein-Friesian as- 
sociation, whereas the matter can all 
be stopped right here, by suppressing 
it, and we can do it.” 

My first impulse was to ask Arfmann 
just what he would want for such sup- 
pression; but as this remark might 
be interpreted that I would even for 
a moment consider being a party to 
any such villany, I replied: “Mr. Arf- 
mann, the affairs of the association are 
in the hands of its officers and direc- 
tors, who are capable men, fully quali- 
fied to handle this matter, go to them 
with it.” 

Mr. Arfmann then departed and it 
was not until some time after my re- 
fusal of his proposed attempt to sup- 
press the information which heclaimed 
to have obtained from Mr. Cole, that 
the matter was taken before the as- 
sociation officials and made public 
through the Holstein-Friesian papers 
and otherwise.

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BIG LIVE STOCK SHOWS ON THE COAST 
By Frank D. Tomson 


The year 1919 marks the completion of plans of a 
broad nature in the organization of big live stock shows 
for the Pacific Coast country. No more constructive mt. 
were ever matured than those which have resulted in the 
permanent organization of these great expositions, these 
educational institutions which have proven wherever they 
exist a most effective means of developing better methods 
in ee and more general prosperity as a direct 
result. j 

Five of these shows have been arranged in a convenient 
circuit beginning with the Live Stock show at Los Angeles 
October 18-26, and the California International Live Stock 
show at San Francisco, November 1-8, followed by the 
Western Royal show at Spokane, Washington, November 
3-7, then the Northwest Live Stock show at Lewiston 
Idaho, November 9-14 and finally the Pacific International 
Portland, Oregon, November 17-22. 

The working out of this circuit and the placing of these 
shows on a permanent basis has required a vast financial 
investment and almost unlimited effort on the part of 
those who conceived the plan and foresaw its possibilities, 
The establishing of these shows will, as an inevitable 
result, compel higher live stock standards which are ip- 
variably the forerunner of stabilized agriculture and pros- 
perity. The coming of pure bred sires into this western 
country has been the chief factor thus far in bringing 
about better methods of farming and ranching. But the 
work of improvement has barely begun. In the matter of 
a prosperous agriculture the West is today at the threshold 
merely, with a prospect for development and financial re- 
turns so extensive as to exceed all anticipations. 

These great shows are but indicators of this develop- 
ment and they will serve as the most concrete evidence 
of progress. The success of these shows will have a 
definite relation to all lines of investment in whatever 
channel on the Pacific Slope. Since the coming of the rail- 
roads into the West no more important movement was 
ever conceived in the interests of Western progress than 
these live stock shows placed, as they now are, on a per- 
manent foundation. 

As a suggstion of the encouragement, which these 
shows will offer there have been provided for prizes in the 
Shorthorn cattle classes alone approximately $20,000 for 
entries in the pure bred classes, both beef and milk, and 
in the steer classes, both pure breds and grades. This 
generous amount reflects the sentiment of those identified 
with the breed. 

These shows should call forth exhibits from every sec- 
tion of the West. The prizes have been made sufficiently 
numerous to encourage entries from small herds and large 
herds alike. Every western breeder owes it to these shows 
and the efforts which their organizers have made to lend 
his support by exhibiting a few animals, for the exhibitor 
himself is the chief beneficiary. No better means has ever 
been provided for encouraging trade. In the judgment of 
those who have studied the live stock industry from all 
angles and for many years the placing of these shows on a 
permanent basis assures an increased activity in the 
favored West in improved live stock channels the like of 
which it has never heretofore experienced.—California 
Cultivator.

Every Holstein breeder and booster in Texas should 
make every possible effort to have a worthy show at the 
State Fair. There is no better way to advertise your herd 
and your breed and incidentally your business than to 
exhibit at a large fair. Opportunity is always afforded to 
dispose of surplus animals, and you have the privilege 
of coming in contact in the show ring with your fellow 
breeders, which in itself is an education from the stand- 
point of studying type and individuality. 

There is considerable interest manifested throughout 
the state in the breeding of the black and white cow and 
this interest can be promoted and directed along proper chan- 
nels by placing before the people of Texas a worthy show 
at their state fair. 

Those of you who expect to exhibit, and I am in hopes 
that it will include every progressive breeder in the state, 
should begin immediately to fit the animals which you 
expect to enter. They should be put in a good condition 
of flesh, and should be brushed and curried daily for 
at least 30 days before the show. 

A grain ration consisting of 50 pounds cotton seed meal, 
100 pounds wheat bran, 100 pounds ground oats or barley 
and 200 pounds of either corn or maize chops will make a 
splendid fitting ration. The amount fed to each animal will, 
of course, depend upon the condition, size and appetite of 
that animal. Oat hay fed liberally in connection with sil- 
age and a very small quantity of alfalfa will be a suitable 
roughage for a show animal. Daily brushing together with 
plenty of hand rubbing is essential to properly condition the 
hair and hide.

Living up to all expectations, the annual summer meet- 
ing of the most active Holstein County Association in the

Chicago 
Market steady after advance of \e with 
trading quiet and showing less steam to- 
day but undertone is firm and trade is 
limited by supplies. Demand mostly for 
extras and cheaper undergrades. Cars 
steady, demand easier. Receipts heavier 
today and street stocks more ample. 
New York 
After the %c advance today the mar- 
ket remained firm but less active. Buy- 
ers were more cautious and some were 
of the opinion that prices had reached 
the top.

Receipts continue 
light showing much higher grade butter, 
Street stocks were decreased. Storage 
holdings show a decrease of about 91,000

Philadelphia

It is a simple operation for the but- 
termaker to figure out the amount of 
cream Which he had in a vat and then 
make an acid test to determine the 
acidity. After knowing these two val- 
yes he can then find the amount of 
iIkali to add. He should prepare a 
table to show the amount of alkali 
necessary for certain weights of 
cream and acidities. Without the 
use of an acid test the process of 
standardizing the amount of acid is 
nothing more nor less than guess work 
and uniform results cannot be expect- 
To bodies of the entries were very 
good. A short time ago the Cali- 
fornia butter which had been shipped 
onto the New York market was un 
favorably criticised for being short 
grained and mealy. Few entries 
showed this condition. Without doubt 
the California butter-maker can elim 
inate this fault in his butter and satis- 
fy the eastern purchasers.

the whole matter up. —— 

I cannot be too emphatic i j 
to the Holstein breeders of ‘ieee 
and to the public in general, that 
every record of an official nature made 
at Pine Grove farms, was made under 
the strictest supervision; surrounded 
by every safeguard, which Professor 
Wing of the New York State College 
of Agriculture, could suggest, and that 
these records were and are, in all re- 
spects, honestly, truthfully and fairly 
made. 

When this matter was first present. 
ed to me, I was so overwhelmed as 
to render concentrated thought diffi. 
cult. But as I have had an opportunity 
to consider the various angles of the 
claim made, my belief has become ab. 
solute and positive, that such fraudu- 
lent methods as have been described 
could never have prevailed nor did 
they prevail, at Pine Grove farms, es. 
pecially where these tests were guy- 
pervised and watched over so keenly 
by the very capable and ever alert 
supervisors sent out by the New York 
State College of Agriculture, and by 
several members of my splendid farm 
organization. 

As to the motive or motives which 
may have operated in procuring this 
statement to be made by Cole, and in 
also procuring its subsequent prema- 
ture and wholly unwarranted publica- 
tion, I can at this time, only speculate, 
But, I wish it to be clearly understood 
that I shall do everything in my power 
to place the blame for these things 
where it justly belongs, and shall leave 
no stone unturned, in my desire to get 
at the bottom of this very disgraceful 
matter. 

Mr. Cole’s affidavit sworn to before 
Justice Laing, is fully corroborated in 
its essential details by Mr. Fred C. Nie- 
mann, my former business manager, 
who says: “The claim that improper 
methods were used in making records 
at Pine Grove farms is untrue and ab- 
surd. I know that these records were 
honestly and fairly made, and that no 
improper methods were employed at 
Pine Grove farms.” He is also corrobo- 
rated by Mr. Brooks who was en- 
ployed at the farm during all the time 
that Mr. Cole was there, who says: “I 
was a friend and chum of Charles 
Cole’s, and if there had _ been 
anything wrong I would have known 
it. In all my experience at Pine Grove 
farms, there has been no fraudulent 
or improper practices used in the 
making of official records.” 

Mr. Cole is also corroborated by his 
wife, by Wilbert J. Crawford, and by 
his brothers-in-law, Earl Crawford and 
Newell Crawford, who were familiar 
with Mr. Cole’s work and who lived 
with him at various times and for 
long periods of time during the last 
four years. 

There is much more that might be 
said, but I feel that this statement is 
already longer than I had contemplat- 
ed making. 

In the operation of Pine Grove farms, 
{ employed at all times, men who were 
skilled in the particular branch of 
work to which they were assigned. 
The making of our official records 
was surrounded by every safeguard 
which the rules and regulations of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Amet- 
ica and the New York State College 
of Agriculture could suggest.

Their heifers 
have had the best of care all through the year. Members are vieing with 
each other for the prize at the County Fair which will be held the four days 
preceding the sale. p 

In addition to the club heifers there will be thirty head of choice heifers, 
cows and two or three well bred yearling bulls consigned by Chemung County 
breeders, making a total of sixty head of purebreds. The consigned stock is 
charged a ten per cent commission which is used in defraying expenses for the 
sale. The whole sixty head will be exhibited at the County Fair where pros- 
pective buyers will have an opportunity to examine them. Every animal will 
have a tuberculin test before the sale. ; 

The sale will be managed by the Club committee. The catalogs will soon 
be ready for distribution. R. Austin Backus will act as Pedigree Expert and 
George W. Baxter of Elmira, Auctioneer. Dinner will be served by the Second 
National Bank of Elmira.

half gallon of gasoline or naphtha vill 
make one gallon of this solution The 
solution is then applied much like 
paint to the surface of the concrete, 
which it penetrates according to dry. 
ness and porosity. One gallon has 4 
covering capacity of about. 200 square 
feet. 

The naphtha soon evaporates, leay 
ing the paraffin in the holes. When ap- 
plying the paraffin by this Method 
special care must be taken that there 
is good ventilation in the silo and that 
there are no lights or fires nearby 
Naphtha is very inflammable, and 4 
serious explosion or fire may result 
from careless use. 


Walls Must Be Warm 


Paraffin may also be applied jn 
melted form. It requires 6% pounds 
of paraffin to make 1 gallon of the hot 
paraffin solution. The work should 
be done on a warm day, and the con- 
crete must also be sufficiently warm- 
ed by artificial heat so that the paraf- 
fin may be thoroughly rubbed in. One 
gallon will cover about 250 square feet 
of surface. When this method is fol- 
lowed, a blow torch should be used to 
warm the walls as the paraffin is being 
applied, and also to thin and spread 
the layer of paraffin. Two buckets of 
paraffin should be used, one to be 
heating while the other is being ap- 
plied. The hot paraffin treatment is 
one of the most successful for water- 
proofing surfaces exposed to weather. 
but it requires some experience to ob- 
tain successful results. 

The amount of paraffin required to 
coat a silo may be determined in the 
following manner: 

Multiply the height of the silo by 
its circumference (the circumference 
is the diameter multiplied by 3.1416). 
which gives the number of square 
feet of surface on the inside of the 
silo.

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STARTING WITH PURE BREDS 
WITHOUT CAPITAL 


A novel scheme for starting with 
purebreds without capital is sugges, 
ed by Joseph E. Ryan, writing in the 
Wisconsin Agriculturist. A plan ig 
detailed whereby one man with some 
capital can start his neighbor who 
has none in the purebred business 
to the mutual advantage of both. We 
present the plan to our readers for 
their consideration. 

First the man without capital sells 
his grades, after which his stables 
are thoroughly disinfected. He then 
agrees to take as many blooded head 
as he chooses whether it be five or 
ten or twenty. The man with the 
capital, whom we will call Smith, fur. 
nishes this stock and a herd bull as 
well. These foundation head are all 
milking cows. 

Brown, (the farmer) agrees to keep 
these for five years, at the end of 
which time they are to be his. In 
the meantime he gets all the milk 
that they produce; and at the end of 
five years, the heifers that have been 
raised from the original stock are 
divided equally between Brown and 
Smith. Brown raises all the bull 
calves until they are a year old, when 
they belong to Smith; who then re 
moves them from Brown’s farm and 
sells them. 

The cows originally furnished 
Brown are animals having advanced 
registry records, or else are young 
and capable of making such records. 
The herd bull is also a high class ani- 
mal; as is necessary, if the offspring 
are to be sold profitably by Smith. 
Brown is not required to make good 
losses of stock which result from 
natural causes. 

It is to Brown’s interest to feed the 
stock well; for he, as stated, gets all 
the returns from the milk. Outside 
of the fact that he must not starve 
the cattle and is expected to keep 
them in at least fair condition, Brown 
is not dictated to by Smith. 

From first appearances there ap 
pears to be a plan which almost any 
beginner might adopt, but a little 
thought will show that considerable 
land would be required by the farmer 
if he began with very many head. 
Suppose that he even begins with ten 
head of registered females. He a 
haps has an eighty acre farm; an 
if he is in the dairy belt, has ry 
keeping twenty-five or thirty head 0 
graded stock previously. Hence, he 
doesn’t deem it practical to begiti 
with less than ten head of pure breds; 
and even then will probably have = 
to sell the first year. At the end “ 
one year he has ten calves—twent! 
head in all.

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EXPORT OF BUTTER FROM SI- 
BERIA 


In response to an inquiry concerh- 
ing the export of butter from Siberia 
re the war, the Russian Division 
ofthe Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
(Commerce has received the following 
information from the New York 
ranch of the Union of the Siberian 

Creamery associations: 

The export of butter from Siberia 
jfore the war was_ principally 
through the Russian port of Windau, 
oly a small portion being shipped 
through Petrograd and Riga. Special 
trains were arranged for the transpor- 
tstion of this butter from Novoniko- 
evsk in refrigerator cars in which 
the ice was replaced every 200 miles 
from special storage plants along the 
nilroad. There were about 2,000 of 
these cars in Siberia, all paintea 
white. The freight charge from No- 
vnikolaevsk to Windau was 1.21 
mbles (62 cents at normal exchange) 
for 1 pood (36 English pounds). 

In winter the butter was not ex- 
ported to foreign countries but was 
distributed throughout European Rus- 
sla, The consumers of Siberian butter 
before the war, were England, which 
took 87 per cent; Germany, 39 per 
cent; and Denmark, 24 per cent. In 
1915 large quantities were exported to 
Archangel. This butter was trans- 
ported to the station at Kotlas via the 
Vyatka railroad and then shipped 
through northern Dwina to Archangel. 
In this case the Yenesei Transporta- 
tion Co., built in Kotlas a large cold- 
storage plant for keeping the butter. 
The only other cold storage in Si- 
beria is the Government plant in Arch- 
angel for storing fish. 

Before the war loans of up to 65 per 
tent of the value of butter exports 
were made by the private and Govern- 
ment banks of Russia. Representatives 
of firms in Denmark made loans up to 
" per cent of the value. It is now 
lecesary, however, that better credit 
terms than those of the past be estab- 
lished with the various countries in 
order that the export of butter may 


be continued—U. S. Dept. of Com- 
merce,

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TEACHING DAIRYING IN THE 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS IN NOVA 
SCOTIA 


W. A. McKay 


A few years ago Mr. H. R. Brown, 
who was then Dairy Recorder in West 
Pictou and Colchester counties, con 
ceived an idea that if herd improve 
ment was going to be made a success 
and if the people were going to get 
interested in dairy farming to a great 
enough extent to make a success of it 
that the start of dairy education must 
be made in the schools and that a lot 
of the problems in mathematical lines 
might just as well be worked = 
actual dairy figures as with suppose 
figures taken from the common 
sources.

The 
interest increased and the essays 
were of a better character than the 
“- 1918 Mr. Brown was transferred 
from Dairy Recorder to supervisor of 
cow testing for the province and at 
once spread the work further. He 
then re-wrote and enlarged the origin- 
al lessons io a 40-page bulletin en- 
titled, “Short Lessons on Dairying’. 
This was published at the expense of 
the Department of Argiculture and 
about the same time Prof. De Wolfe, 
the director of Rural Science, ob- 
served the good work that was going 
on and became interested in it. He 
was at that time preparing a number 
of teachers for travelling rural science 
teachers in different parts of the pro- 
yince. The33 teachers took a short 
course in milk testing and other 
pranches of dairy work at the agri- 
cultural college. The Dairy Division 
at Truro equipped each one with a 
four-bottle Babcock tester and a com- 
plete outfit for testing milk, cream 
and skim milk, all fitted in a neat car- 
1ying case. ‘This they use for demon- 
stration purposes in connection with 
ihe lessons as contained in ‘Short 
Lessons on Dairying’. Each pupil 
writes an essay at the end of the 
term, the best essays in each school 
go to the district competition for the 
different prizes offered, which are all 
¢onated as in the previous arrange- 
ment. Then the first prize essays in 
each district are to compete against 
each other for the, Grand Champion 
Provincial prize. For this the Dairy- 
men’s Association of Nova Scotia is 
offering two prizes; first, three war 
savings stamps, and second, two war 
savings stamps, 1919 issue. 

This work, while now just nicely 
beginning over the province, ought to 
have a very bright future before it as 
the province is specially adapted for 
the development of dairying, more 
perhaps than any other branch cf 
farming. To date, however, compara- 
tively little progress has been made 
and it is one of the most difficul 
tasks to impress upon the people the 
Cpportunities there are of developing 
the individual production per cow to 
over double what it is at the present 
time. Only by continuous action can 
it be done, and to build for the future 
no work has more possibilities than 
Planting the seed in the young and 
fertile brain of the school boy or 
tirl—Farm and Dairy.
